Joseph  RoHs.  an  Italian  Interpreter 
and  a  bondsman,  was  found  guilly  of 
solictins  lejal  business  for  a  lawyer 
yesterday  by  Judge  Murray  of  the 
municipal  court  and  was  given  a  six 
month's  sentence.  He  appealed  and. 
was  held  in  ?oOO  for  the  superior  court. 

Tho  evidence  as  presented  by  Atty. 
A.  E.  Pinansky  of  the  state  board  of 
education,  division  of  immigration  and 
Americanization^  was  that  investigation 
of  Joseph  Merenda,  acting  for  the  board, 
showed  that  Ross  solicited  the  father 
of  Giuseppe  Conforto,  a  young  Italian 
arrested  for  murder. 

I  Conforto  said  that  a  youn.g  man 
called  at  his  home  after  his  son's  arrest 
and  told  him  he  was  wanted.  He  went 
to  station  1,  he  said,  and  there  met  Ross, 
who  told  him  his  boy  was  in  serious 
trouble  and  that  Ross  knew  of  an  at- 
torney who  could  get  him  out  if  any- 
one could.  They  went  to  the  office  of 
Atty.  Thomas  Grady,  it  was  testified, 
and  there  after  some  dickering  during 
which  Conforto  said  the  attorney 
wanted  $800  for  the  case,  Conforto  final- 
ly got  the  price  down  to  $600.  Conforto 
testified  he  paid  the  lawyer  $580  al- 
together on  the  case. 

Ross  denied  having  solicited  business 
from  Conforto.  He  said  he  had  expect- 
ed to  act  as  interpreter  in  the  case  and 
that  his  interest  ceased  there. 

Atty.  Grady  testified  for  Ross  and  de- 
clared thot  as  far  as  he  knew  Conforto 
came  to  him  through  the  advice  of  one 
of  Conforto's  frifends.

Det>artment    of    Labor  Announces 
Turn  in  Tide  of  Emigration 

WASHINGTON,  Aug.  IS— More  than 
5000  immigrants  are  arriving  daily  at 
Ellis  Island,  the  department  of  labor 
announced  today  in  reporting  that  the 
tide  of  emigration  which  set  in  after 
the  armistice  had  been  more  than  bal- 
anced by  the  increasing  inflow  of  im- 
migrants. 

Only  the  lack  of  transportation  facili- 
ties and  the  difficulties  of  emigration 
from  central  Europe,  officials  of  the 
department  of  labor  said,  has  prevented 
the  outstripping  of  all  previous  records 
during  the  past  year.  Despite  these  un- 
favorable conditions,  approximately 
800,000  immigrants  arrived  in  the  United 
States  during  the  12  months  ending-  June 
30,  as  compared  with  141,1S2  during  the 
corresponding  period  the  year  before, 
and  the  record  of  1,2^,349  in  1907. 

Foreign  steamship  companies  have  re- 
ported to  the  inmiigration  authorities 
that  all  available  accommodations  for 
a  year  in  advance  have  been  booked  by 
prospective  immigrants.

ASKS  CHANGE  Il> 
BANKING  LAWS 

Allen   MaKes  Important 
Recommendations 


Bank  Commissioner  Joseph  C.  Allen 
recommends  amendment  of  the  law  so' 
that  no  foreign  word  having  'he  mean- 
ing of  "bank."  "banking"  or  "trust"  j 
may  be  used  by  any  person  to  designate 
their  business  unless  the  business  is 
actually  that  of  a  bank  or  trust  com- 
pany. 

"There  is  nothing  in  the  law  of  the 
State."  says  Mr.  Allen,  "to  prevent  a 
person,  firm  or  corporation  from  using 
a  foreign  word  having  a  meaning  the 
same  as  or  similar  to  'bank,'  'banking' 
or  'trust,'  and  thereby  defeating  the 
laws  which  permit  th«  use  of  these 
words  only  by  banks  and  trust  com- 
panies" 

The  commissioner  recommends  the  fol- 
lowing changes  In  the  laws  regulating 
trust  companies:  Forbidding  an3'  person 
to  be  a  director  of  a  trust  company  un- 
less he  is  the  record  owner  of  not  less 
than  10  shares  of  unpledged  stork,  and 
stipulating  that  not  more  than  one-third 
of  the  directors  of  a  trust  company 
shall  be  directors  In  any  other  such  cor- 
poration; extending  the  call  for  returns 
from  trust  companies  from  not  oftener 
than  five  to  not  oftener  than  six  tlmee 
a  year;  amending  the  law  requiring  ev- 
ery trust  company  chartered  from  18% 
to  set  aside  a  guaranty  fund  amounting 
to  25  per  cent  of  its  capital,  exempting 
those  companies  which  have  a  surplus 
fund  equal  to  25  per  cent  or  more  of  ita 
capital  stock  outstanding.
